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MATHEW  BOULTON  AND  THE  COPPER  COINAGE 

OF  GREAT  BRITAIN.

For  the  most  part  of  the  eighty-one  years  which  Mathew  Boulton  inhabited  this 
earth,  he  was  pre-occupied  with  the  solution  of  the  problems  involved  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  a  copper,  or  at  least  a  base  metal  coinage,  that  would  defeat  the  over¬ 
whelming  number  of  forgers  practising  their  deceitful  trade  in  Great  Britain  at  that 
time.  His  sentiments  about  forged  coins,  are  perhaps  best  expressed  in  his  own 
words,  as  taken  from  an  essay  on  the  subject,  which  he  wrote  in  1789 ;  no  doubt  whilst 
trying  to  convince  some  official  body  that  he  could  relieve  the  shortage  of  small 
change  left  by  the  London  issue  (1770-1775). 

“In  the  course  of  my  journeys,  I  observe  that  I  receive  upon  average  two-thirds 
counterfeit  halfpence  for  change  at  the  tollgates  etc.  and  I  believe  that  the  evil  is 
daily  increasing,  as  the  spurious  money  is  carried  into  circulation  by  the  lowest 
class  of  manufacturers  who  pay  with  it  the  principle  part  of  the  wages  of  the  poor 
people  they  employ”. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  century,  the  only  regal  issues  of  copper  had  been  those 
struck  at  the  Royal  Mint,  and  these  only  consisted  of  halfpence  and  farthings.  Their 
numbers  did  not  meet  the  demand,  and  the  deficiency  thus  formed,  forced  the 
authorities  to  leave  coins  in  circulation  even  when  worn.  Such  a  situation  invites 
forgery. 
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This  extreme  deficiency  was  primarily  due  to  the  antiquated  screw  presses  used  in 
the  Tower.  In  use  since  1662,  the  screw  presses  consisted  of  a  threaded  shaft  with  a 
die  attached  to  one  end  by  a  swivel  device.  This  was  housed  in  a  framework  on  a 
bench,  the  former  having  a  guiding  mechanism  to  prevent  the  die  turning  with  the 
shaft.  A  bar  with  metal  spheres  on  the  ends  was  fixed  to  the  shaft  to  facilitate  turning. 
The  lower  die  was  fixed  to  the  bench.  Two  men  would  run  round  the  press  pulling 
the  heavy  bar  with  leather  thongs;  thus  turning  the  ‘screw’  and  bringing  the  upper 
die  downwards.  A  small  boy  would  feed  in  the  blanks. 

The  work  was  tiring,  and  the  men  worked  in  twenty  minute  shifts,  but  even  so 
the  strength  of  impression  varied  from  coin  to  coin;  some  being  so  poor  as  to  warrant 
rejection.  Thus  the  production  of  a  large  issue  was  impossible. 

The  answer  to  Boulton’s  problem  then  was  to  devise  an  efficient,  speedy,  coining 
press  that  was  capable  of  producing  frequent,  good  quality  issues.  The  main  stumb¬ 
ling  block  was  the  need  for  constant,  consistent  power.  This  was  not  found  until 
about  two  hundred  years  ago,  when  Boulton  became  acquainted  with  the  now  famous 
Glasgow  engineer  James  Watt.  At  that  time  Watt  was  engaged  on  the  improvement 
of  the  primitive  Newcomen  engine,  which  at  that  time  was  employed  in  the  main,  in 
pumping  water  from  mines  etc.  Follow  the  patenting  of  the  improved  engine  in 
1768,  Boulton  decided  that  this  was  the  power  he  was  seeking.  Watt,  however,  had 
only  a  third  share  in  the  steam  engine;  Dr.  John  Roebuck  of  the  Carron  Ironworks 
owned  the  remainder  in  reward  for  the  financial  backing  he  gave  Watt.  Roebuck,  was 
however,  himself  experiencing  financial  difficulties,  and  he  borrowed  £1200  from 
Boulton.  As  time  passed  it  became  evident  that  he  could  not  pay,  and  in  order  to 
discharge  the  debt  he  offered  Boulton  his  share  in  the  royalties  of  the  steam  engine. 
Boulton  accepted,  and  he  and  Watt  set  about  harnassing  steam  power  to  drive  a 
coining  press. 

Making  a  living  by  selling  steam  engines,  Boulton,  with  a  team  of  engineers 
experimented  for  ten  years  or  more,  with  the  steam  engine  and  with  new  coming 
methods.  With  many  of  the  finest  engravers,  designers  and  engineers,  a  few  of  whom 
were:  William  Murdock,  the  inventor  of  gas  lighting;  Jean  Pierre  Droz,  and,  in 
later  years  Kiichler,  many  revolutionary  ideas  were  tried.  One  such  idea  was  a  split 
collar  for  marking  the  edges  of  coins;  designed  by  Droz,  it  was  eventually  rejected 
as  too  slow.  Not  for  nothing  was  Boulton  called  the  father  of  time  and  motion  study 
in  industry. 

The  steam  press  eventually  emerged  as  a  rather  sophisticated  piece  of  equipment 
for  so  early  in  the  industrial  revolution.  By  mean  of  a  complex  system  of  pulleys, 
chains,  cogs,  etc.,  eight  or  more  pairs  of  dies  could  be  driven  by  one  engine,  at 
speeds  ranging  from  fifty  to  two  hundred  blows  per  minute,  the  actual  speed  de¬ 
pending  on  the  size  of  the  coin,  the  press  etc.  The  only  apparent  disadvantage  was 
the  noise,  a  factor  which  warranted  their  replacement  in  the  Royal  Mint  in  the  1870’s. 
At  such  high  speeds  it  was  naturally  impossible  for  any  human  hand  to  replace 
struck  coins  with  fresh  blanks.  An  automatic  ‘ejector’  and  ‘loader’  was  installed;  the 
struck  coins  being  jettisoned  into  a  tin  bowl.  (This  rough  treatment  gave  rise  to  a 
deterioration  in  mint  condition  from  F.D.C.  to  Unc.).  The  operator  was  thus  left 
with  little  more  to  do  than  to  replace  the  full  tin  bowls  with  empty  ones;  in  fact  it 
was  Boulton’s  proud  boast,  that  his  press  could  be  operated  by  a  twelve  year  old  boy 

Having  obtained  a  satisfactory  press,  Boulton  was  then  faced  with  the  almost 
insurmountable  barrier  of  gaining  permission  to  strike  regal  copper.  Despite  the 
production  of  many  fine  patterns,  and  the  sale  of  coins  to  foreign  countries  and  private 
companies,  it  was  not  until  1797  that  the  Government  gave  way.  It  empowered  the 
Soho  Mint,  Birmingham  (Boulton’s  works)  to  strike  twenty  tons  of  copper  twopcnces, 
and  480  tons  of  copper  pennies.  Not  without  a  struggle  was  permission  obtained. 
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It  took  much  painstaking  work  and  campaigning  before  Boulton’s  ambition  was 
achieved. 

The  year  1797,  is  worth  special  notice,  for  it  is  of  great  numismatic  interest. 
The  pennies  and  twopences  w7ere  the  first  struck  in  copper  for  use  in  Great  Britain ; 
the  tw’opences  were  also  the  last.  They  were  also  very  bulky,  the  pennies  weighed 
1  oz.  and  the  twopences,  2  oz.  This  was  due  to  the  coinage  laws  of  the  period:  the 
intrinsic  value  had  to  equal  the  monetary  value.  To  incorporate  the  weight  of  metal, 
the  unusual,  even  unique  ‘Cartwheel’  design  was  employed.  The  rim  was  broad  and 
flat,  with  the  legend  cut  into  it,  to  make  for  easy  stacking.  The  obverse  design  is  a 
draped  bust  and  not  the  traditional  cuirassed  bust,  a  sign  of  the  swing  to  classical 
taste.  The  reverse  is  generally  accepted  to  signify  a  rise  in  the  maritime  power  of 
the  nation  for,  Britannia  is  depicted  in  a  seascape  for  the  first  time. 

Two  years  later,  in  1799,  the  sale  to  Russia  of  several  of  Boulton’s  machines, 
ensured  a  further  step  towards  convincing  the  Government  of  Britain,  that  they  too 
were  in  need  of  a  re-equipped  mint.  Although  the  Russian  mint  had  the  other 
minting  machinery  powered  by  water,  it  was  the  first  state  to  equip  its  mint  with 
steam  driven  coining  presses. 

In  the  same  year,  Boulton  made  a  further  issue  of  copper,  this  time  of  halfpence 
and  farthings.  These  coins  were  proportionally  lighter  in  weight  than  the  previous 
issue  due  to  a  rise  in  the  price  of  copper,  and  for  this  reason  they  were  of  a  more 
conventional  design. 

The  rise  in  the  price  of  copper,  continued  into  the  nineteenth  century.  In  1805 
it  was  £165  per  ton;  a  rise  of  almost  £15,  from  that  in  1797.  Many  of  Boulton’s 
‘Cartwheels’  were  melted  down  and  sold  as  scrap;  thus  partly  renewing  the  shortage 
of  change. 

At  last  in  1805,  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  Royal  Mint’s  screw  presses  with 
Boulton’s  steam  presses.  The  traditional  premises  in  the  tower,  were  far  too  small 
to  house  the  necessary  equipment,  and  so  a  site  was  cleared  on  Tower  Hill,  where  a 
tobacco  v/arehouse  once  stood.  New  buildings  were  erected  and  Boulton  was  given 
the  task  of  equipping  the  new  Royal  Mint. 

The  following  years  of  1806  and  1807  saw  the  largest  and  most  comprehensive 
issue  of  regal  copper  that  Boulton  ever  produced.  Pennies,  halfpence  and  farthings 
were  all  struck.  These  w7ere  lighter  than  all  previous  issues,  and  had  a  slightly  different 
design  by  C.  H.  Kiichler.  In  my  opinion,  these  are  amongst  the  finest  copper  coins 
ever  struck  for  circulation  in  Great  Britain.  This  was  his  last  issue  for  circulation 
in  Britain,  and  was  his  best. 

By  1810,  the  Royal  Mint  on  Tower  Hill  was  complete.  With  all  its  machinery 
purchased  from  Boulton,  it  was  the  most  up  to  date  mint  in  Europe,  and  the  pinnacle 
of  his  achievement.  Boulton  did  not  live  to  see  its  completion  for  he  died  the  previous 
year  in  1809.

LETTER  ONE.1 

It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  in  remote  ages  this  woody  and  mountainous 
district  [i.e.,  the  region  of  Selborne,  in  the  County  of  Southampton],  was  inhabited 
only  by  bears  and  wolves.  Whether  the  Britons  ever  thought  it  worthy  their  attention, 
is  not  in  our  power  to  determine;  but  we  may  safely  conclude,  from  circumstances, 
that  it  was  not  unknown  to  the  Romans.  Old  people  remember  to  have  heard  their 
fathers  and  grandfathers  say  that,  in  dry  summers  and  in  windy  weather,  pieces  of 
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money  were  sometimes  found  round  the  verge  of  Wolmer-pond;  and  tradition  had 
inspired  the  foresters  with  a  notion  that  the  bottom  of  that  lake  contained  great  stores 
of  treasure.  During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1740  there  was  little  rain;  and  the 
following  summer  also,  1741,  was  so  uncommonly  dry,  that  many  springs  and  ponds 
failed,  and  this  lake  in  particular  whose  bed  became  as  dusty  as  the  surrounding 
heaths  and  wastes.  This  favourable  juncture  induced  some  of  the  forest-cottagers  to 
begin  a  search,  which  was  attended  with  such  success,  that  all  the  labourers  in  the 
neighbourhood  flocked  to  the  spot,  and  with  spades  and  hoes  turned  up  great  part  of 
that  large  area.  Instead  of  pots  of  coins,  as  they  expected,  they  found  great  heaps,  the 
one  lying  on  the  other,  as  if  shot  out  of  a  bag;  many  of  which  were  in  good  preserva¬ 
tion.  Silver  and  gold  these  inquirers  expected  to  find;  but  their  discoveries  consisted 
solely  of  many  hundreds  of  Roman  copper-coins,  and  some  medallions  all  of  the 
lower  empire.  There  was  not  much  virtu  stirring  at  that  time  in  this  neighbourhood; 
however,  some  of  the  gentry  and  clergy  around  bought  what  pleased  them  best;  and 
some  dozens  fell  to  the  share  of  the  author. 

The  owners  at  first  held  their  commodity  at  an  high  price;  but,  finding  that  they 
were  not  likely  to  meet  with  dealers  at  such  a  rate,  they  soon  lowered  their  terms,  and 
sold  the  fairest  as  they  could.  The  coins  that  were  rejected  became  current,  and  passed 
for  farthings  at  the  petty  shops.  Of  those  that  we  saw,  the  greater  part  were  of  Marcus 
Aurelius,  and  the  Empress  Faustina,  his  wife,  the  father  and  mother  of  Commodus. 
Some  of  Faustina  were  in  high  relief,  and  exhibited  a  very  agreeable  set  of  features, 
which  probably  resembled  that  lady,  who  was  more  celebrated  for  her  beauty  than 
for  her  virtues.  The  medallions  in  general  were  of  a  paler  colour  than  the  coins.  To 
pretend  to  account  for  the  means  of  their  coming  to  this  place  would  be  spending  time 
in  conjecture.  The  spot,  I  think,  could  not  be  a  Roman  camp,  because  it  is  commanded 
by  hills  on  two  sides ;  nor  does  it  show  the  least  traces  of  entrenchments ;  nor  can  I 
suppose  that  it  was  a  Roman  town,  because  I  have  too  good  an  opinion  of  the  taste 
and  judgment  of  those  polished  conquerors  to  imagine  that  they  would  settle  on  so 
barren  and  dreary  a  waste.

Portuguese  Coinage  by  William  Wyon.  Mr.  David  Turner  refers  in  your  May  issue  to  the 
coins  of  Maria  II  of  Portugal,  the  design  has  an  interesting  story. 

M1835,  Queen  Maria  II,  asked  through  her  government  for  William  Wyon  to  visit  Lisbon 
and  make  a  portrait  of  her  with  a  view  to  improving  the  Portuguese  coinage. 

William  Wyon  was  not  in  robust  health,  and  his  medical  advisors  diplomatically  considered 
that  his  health  would  be  improved  by  a  sea  voyage,  and  he  embarked  on  22  September.  In 
fact,  the  voyage  was  extremely  stormy,  but  he  arrived  safely  in  Lisbon,  and  modelled  a  bust  of 
the  young  Queen  from  life.  It  was  “esteemed  a  most  happy  likeness”,  and  William  Wyon  was 
ordered  to  execute  a  large  medal  from  it  to  be  used  for  the  coinage. 

After  about  six  weeks  William  asked  Her  Majesty’s  permission  to  return  to  England,  and 
in  November  “he  stepped  again  on  his  native  soil  to  the  great  joy  of  his  family  and  the 
congratulations  of  his  friends”. 

According  to  Nicholas  Carlisle’s  biography  of  William  Wyon,  he  designed  the  Crusado  of 
1834,  and  the  5,000,  2,500,  1,000,  500,  200  and  100  reis  coins  of  1836.  Turner  also  ascribes  to 
him  the  20,  10  and  5  reis  coins,  but  these  do  not  have  the  Queen’s  portrait,  and  I  have  not  been 
able  to  confirm  these  were  really  by  William  Wyon. — H.  A.  V.  Warner,  21b  Broadwater  Down , 
Tunbridge  Wells ,  Kent.

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Isn't  it  reasonable  to  suppose  that  in  the  A/lint  melting  rooms  one  chest  of  Spanish  cobs  was 
hardly  distinguishable  from  another  ?  Probably  the  coin  and  ingot  treasure  was  pooled  since, 
although  Anson’s  was  received  at  the  Tower  on  2nd  July  1744,  no  coinage  of  any  magnitude 
was  struck  until  1745/6  by  which  time  Talbot’s  contribution  had  also  been  received. 

I  would  also  like  to  have  proof  from  Mr.  Apling  that  Anson’s  treasure  was  of  Mexican 
origin.  It  seems  logical  that  Peruvian  coin  from  the  Lima  mint  would  have  been  shipped  to 
Acapulco,  the  port  for  the  Manila  galleon,  and  simply  transferred  on  the  wharf.  That  destined 
for  Europe  would  have  been  taken  across  the  Mexican  Isthmus  with  the  goods  received  annually 
from  China  and  the  East,  and  shipped  to  Spain  from  Vera  Cruz.  Of  course  Mexican  silver  could 
have  been  taken  down  to  Acapulco  also  but  this  would  not  have  been  very  convenient  from 
the  mint  at  Mexico  City.  It  has  therefore  seemed  to  me  most  logical  that  the  bullion  captured 
from  the  “Nuestra  Senora  de  Cobadonga”  in  the  Pacific  came  at  least  in  part  from  the  Lima  mint.

The  Electoral  Cap.  I  have  taken  the  question  of  the  Electoral  Cap  and  the  Crown  of 
Charlemagne  a  stage  further.

Figure  A  is  a  rough  sketch  of  the  cap  as  it  appears  on  coins  of  the  early  eighteenth 
century.  Figure  B  is  a  composite  version  from  coins  of  the  early  nineteenth  century. 

Figure  C  shows  the  way  the  shield  of  the  Elector  Georg  Ludwig  was  quartered  till  the 
British  titles  were  added :

From  as  early  as  1712  to  as  late  as  1715  the  Crown  of  Charlemagne  appears  on  the  ornate 
escutcheon;  but  in  earlier  years  (e.g.  1700  and  1708)  the  escutcheon  is  blank.  I  have  some  idea 
that  the  Emperor  wished  to  make  the  appointment  but  the  Diet  would  not  confirm  it. 

Although  the  empire  was  brought  to  a  close  by  Francis  II  in  1806,  George  III  used  the  cap, 
crown  and  titles  for  several  more  years. — Dr.  G.  H.  L.  Bullmore,  12  Portsmouth  Road,  Kingston,

Countermarked  for  Costa  Rica.  In  your  March  1960  Bulletin,  page  98,  under  the 
section  “Your  Questions  Answered”,  a  listing  of  the  dates  of  English  shillings  countermarked 
for  use  in  Costa  Rica  was  published.

POLAR  MEDAL  1904.

In  Seaby’s  Bulletin  of  March  1970  I  listed  the  names  of  the  recipients  of  the 
Polar  Medal  1904  authorised  in  the  London  Gazette ,  dated  24th  November,  1969. 
With  the  exception  of  the  awards  made  with  the  clasp  “arctic  1968-69”  which  were 
awarded  for  the  British  Trans-Arctic  Crossing  Expedition,  the  remainder  of  the 
awards  listed  in  the  London  Gazette  were  authorised  on  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Australian  and  New  Zealand  Ministers  for  good  service  as  members  of  Australian 
or  New  Zealand  Expeditions  to  the  Antarctic  in  recent  years. 

Australian  National  Antarctic  Research  Expeditions  (ANARE) 

In  1947  the  Australians  created  the  Australian  National  Antarctic  Research 
Expeditions  (ANARE)1  establishing  a  base  on  the  Antarctic  Continent  at  Mawson 
in  1954  at  latitude  67°  36’ S,  longitude  62°  53’E,  and  subsequently  another  station  at 
Wilkes,  latitude  66°  15’S,  longitude  110°  32’E.  These  two  stations  were  occupied 
during  the  International  Geophysical  Year,  1957-58  and  have  continued  to  be  manned 
since.  From  these  stations  scientific  work  in  the  field  is  carried  out  by  a  number  of 
Australian  Government  organisations  which  collectively  are  called  ANARE.  Most 
of  those  listed  in  the  London  Gazette  of  24th  November,  1969,  were  awarded  the 
Polar  Medal  1904  for  service  with  the  Research  Stations  at  Mawson  and  Wilkes* 
but  it  is  understood  that  there  is  mention,  amongst  the  recommendations  submitted 
by  the  Australian  Ministers,  of  a  six  man  party  travelled  by  motor  tractor  train 
over  the  Polar  Plateau  from  Wilkes  to  Vostok  and  back  in  1962.  Vostok  is  a  station 
established  by  the  USSR  at  the  Geomagnetic  Pole  on  the  Polar  Plateau.  I  have  yet 
to  establish  who  these  six  men  were.

New  Zealand  Antarctic  Research  Expeditions 

During  the  International  Geophysical  Year  New  Zealand  established  a  station 
at  Scott  on  Ross  Island  in  the  Ross  Dependency,  latitude  77°  51’S,  longitude  166° 
46’E,  which  has  continued  to  be  manned  since  1957.  It  was  this  station  that  Sir 
Edmund  Hillary  based  himself  and  where  Sir  Vivian  Fuchs  made  his  destination 
for  the  Trans-Antarctic  Crossing.  Most  of  those  listed  in  the  London  Gazette  of 
24th  November,  1969  were  recommended  for  the  award  of  the  Polar  Medal  1904  by 
the  New  Zealand  Ministers  for  service  with  the  Research  Station  at  Scott  and 
Vanda,  latitude  77°  32’S,  longitude  161°  38’E,  which  was  established  in  December 
1967.  In  the  recommendations  submitted  by  the  New  Zealand  Ministers  some  of 
them  are  based  on  the  work  done  by  Field  Parties  and  there  are  references  to  two 
different  Southern  Field  Parties  and  a  Northern  Field  Party.  A  brief  description  of 
the  Southern  Field  Party  1961-62  is  included  in  this  article,  and  it  is  hoped  in  due

Southern  Field  Party ,  New  Zealand  Antarctic  Expedition  1961-62 

The  object  of  this  Field  Party  was  to  fill  the  large  gap  in  surveys  between  the 
Nimrod  Glacier  which  lies  to  the  north-west  of  the  Beadmore  Glacier,  which  Scott 
travelled  over  on  his  journey  to  and  from  the  South  Pole,  and  the  Axel  Heiberg 
Glacier  which  Amundsen  used  when  travelling  to  and  from  the  South  Pole. 

The  Field  Party  consisted  of  W.  W.  Herbert  (Leader),  P.  M.  Otway,  K.  P.  Pain 
and  V.  R.  McGregor. 

In  addition  to  the  expedition’s  survey  mission  it  was  also  given  the  opportunity 
of  following  Amundsen’s  route  down  the  Axel  Heiberg  Glacier  on  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  his  return  journey  from  the  South  1  ole.  1  nc  descent  ol  the  Axel 
Heiberg  Glacier  was  made  with  dog  teams  and  first  entailed  climbing  Mount 
Fridtjof  Nansen  (13,350  ft.),  at  that  time  the  highest  mountain  climbed  in  the 
Antarctic,  to  try  and  pick  out  the  route  Amundsen  had  taken.  This  proved  impossible 
so  a  reconnaissance  of  the  glacier  itself  was  carried  out  from  a  base  camp  at  the  top 
of  the  Polar  Plateau.  Then  the  party  had  to  seek  permission  to  make  the  descent 
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which  took  some  little  time  negotiating,  finally  approval  was  given  and  they  made 
the  descent  of  the  Axel  Heiberg  Glacier,  all  the  way  admiring  the  men  who  first 
made  this  hazardous  descent.
